Which Is So Vmaiftraaa to Crops, 


to Destroy Busbon at Once. 
As a part »f the extensive campaign 
beign waged to exterminate the dan- 
.gerous barberry bushes, two r«pre- 
*sentatives of the state department of 
agriculture, L. J. Krakover. and »r. 
S. V. Fracker, ar« spending a lew 
days In this city. They plsji a house- 
to-house canvass, of the city to pick 
out the barberry-'bushes and to noti* 
fy the owners to-have them destroyed 
Immediately. 
There aro two kinds of barberry 
bushes, the tall, and- the low Japa- 
nese variety. The tall barberry bush 
helps to spread wheat rust, Is danger- 
ous and should bo destroyed. 
The 
low Japanese barberry is harmless 
and may be grown. Upon being noti- 
lled by either of these experts, people 
should, as a patriotic duty, immedi- 
ately take steps to destroy their bar- 
berry bushes. Wisconsin grain crops 
are in danger. The Wax-k or ste,m 
rust of grains makes Its first appear- 
ance in the spring on this bush and 
spreads from it to the wheat, oat, rye 
and barley fields. In this way wide- 
spread epidemics of rust disease have 
caused enormous .losses to the farm- 
ers In past years and have greatly re-
